Navy Will Add Twenty-eight Fighting 
Machines at Once. 


TOTAL COST TO BE $6,900,000 


Sixteen Destroyers and Twelve Torpe- 
do Boats Are Wanted. 


CONTRACTORS IN. STRONG EVIDENCE 


Additions to the Sea Fighters Are To 
Be Made Within Eighteen 
Months. 


Washington, August 23.—The navy de- 
partment opened bids at noon today for 
sixteen torpedo boat destroyers and twelve 
torpedo boats to cost in the aggregate not 
exceeding $6,900,000, as provided in the last 
naval appropriation act. These twenty- 
eight destroyers and torpedo boats consti- 
tute the largest single addition ever made 
to the navy.

PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS ADVOCATED 
Speaker Assert That the Head of the 
Church Approves the Course of 

the German Membership. , 


Milwaukee, Wis., August 23.—It was I 
o'clock when the German Roman Cathollo 
societies’ convention met today, the ser- 
vices at the formal opening of the German- 
American Catholic day in St. Mary’s 
church having been somewhat extended. 

Five bishops, one of them an archbishop, 
attended the convention, two of whom made 
addresses, one of them delivering an admo- 
nition that came from Rome direct, in- 
structing and urging the members of the 
societies when they returned to their 
homes to spread broadcast the words which 
might be said to come almost directly from 
the pope himself. These utterances were 
made by Bishop Messmer, who has just re- 
turned from his pilgrimmage to Rome, and 
he spoke concerning the school question. 

Not only did Bishop Messmer take a rad- 
ically opposite stand to Archbishop Ireland 
with reference to the schools, but he told 
the members of the societies this morning 
that the propaganda viewed with regret the 
attitude of many of the English speaking 
Catholics in this country on the school 
question, while the position of German 
Catholics met with approval. The words of 
the pope as they were delivered to Bishop 
Messmer, as he presented them this morn- 
ing, were to the effect that it was to be 
regretted that so many Catholics -were send- 
ing their children to the public schools in 
place of the parochial schools. 

Bishop Schwebach, who followed Bishop 
Messmer, said the fully indorsed all that 
Bishop Messmer said. Referring to the 
money that thad been contributed for the 
establishment of a German chair in the 
Washington university, Bishop Messmer 
recommended that the fund be turned over 
to the Catholic seminary at §t. Francis. 

The first business session of the German 
Catholic national young m2n’'s societies was 
theld this morning. The proc2edings were 
opened with an address by M. C. Reiss, of 
Belleville, Ill, firat vice president of the 
societies, who spoke of the condition of the 
societies in tle healthy growth that was 
noted. The rest of the morning was taken 
up with addresses by archbishop Katzer, 
of Milwaukee; Dr. E. M. Lieber, leader of 
the centrist party in the German reichstag; 
Bishops Richter, of Grand Rapids, Mich.; 
Trebec, of St, Cloud, Minn.; Messmer, of 
Greenbay; Sechwebach, of La Crosse, and 
Trowin, of Conception, Mo. 

At the afternoon session the committee on 
credentials reported seventy-three societies 
represented by sixty-three delegates. The 


afternoon was taken up in the reading of 
letters of regret for Cardinal Gibbons and 


many bishops. 
Priests Have Union Meeting. 


The union of German-American priests 
held a meeting today. The most important 
resolution adopted was the one calling 
for the appointment of a committee to rep- 
resent the society in each Catholic dio- 
cese in the country in order to further the 
object of the society in a thorough and syé- 
tematic manner. 


Cautioned Against Too Many Societies. 


The first general meeting of the German- 
American conference took piace at 4 this 
afterr.con. Dr. Ernest Lieber, leader of 
the centrist party in Germany, explains the 
developmént of the Catholic organizations 
of his country. Dr. Lieber cautioned the 
delegates against founding too many socieé 
ties and urged them 10 strengthen the ex- 
isting societies, particularly the Central Un- 
ion.

Method Taken by One Lieutenant to 


Forestall Expression.

“LET ALL DAMN COWARDS COME OUT” 


Another Officer, However, Conducts 
Differently, and It Is Ascertained 
That GO Per Cent Want to Go.

Griffin, Ga, August 23.—(Special.)—Do 
the men composing the Third Georgia regi- 
ment wish to be mustered out? 

Or do they want to do garrison duty in 
gome of the newly acquired territory of the 
United States? 

Your correspondent received instructions 
foday to visit Camp Northen and settle 
this much mooted question, but after spend- 
ing about four hours listening to the 
“scoffs and scorns and contumelious 
taunts’’ of several officers and the appfro- 
bation of others, he returned to the city 
without having accomplished the object of 
his trip satisfactorily. 

But one fact was forcibly impressed 
upon his mind, and that was that the 
question is a very sore point to a number 
of the officers. 

Only three company streets were visited, 
when the correspondent was persuaded that 
no good would result from the investiga- 
tion, and strife would be engendered among 
the men. 

The Voice of a Lieutenant. 

One company was lined up and their 
captain stated that a pewspaper corre- 
spondent was present who wished to know 
how many of them wanted to be mustered 
out. He then asked all who wished to be 
mustered out to step forward three paces. 

When he ceased speaking and before the 
men could move his lieutenant dastily 
added: 

“Let al] the d—d cowards step out!” 

Three men stepped from the ranks and 
your correspondent was told that that 
expressed the will of the men of the com- 
pany. 

Another Kind of an Officer. 

Another company was informed by thelr 
Heutenant what was wanted of them, and 
he asked all] wishing to return to their 
homes and the peaceful avocations of life 
after the war was over to raise their hands. 
There were no oaths hurled into the teeth 
of these men—they were spoken to in kind- 
ness and treated as gentiemen—and 75 per 
cent of the men present raised their hands. 

In the last company street visited the 
men objected to being polled, and as it 
Was not an order, but simply a request, 
the matter was not pushed and the men 
returned to the shelter of their tents. 

The Camp in an Uproar. 

By this time the va.np was in a state of 
excitement. If a man expressed the desire 
to return home he was ridiculed by his 
comraces and threaténed with a ride on 
@ rail. . 

Officers would walk considerable distances 
im a scorching midday sun to inform your 
correspondent that newspapers had no 
right to stir up strife among the men, and 
if they would attend to their legitimate 
business, they would be kept busy. They 
did, perhaps, express themselves somewhat 
more forcibly, but that was the gist of 
their remarks. 

There Were Others. 

All the officers, however, did not look at 
the matter in that way. Some expressed 
a perfect willingness to have their men 
speak out plainly and without intimidation. 
They said that if a fair expression could 
be obtained at least # per cent of the 


men would vote to return to their homes 


and business, and if their men wished to 
let that fact be known they were perfectly 
free to do so. 

Colonel Candler expressed his willingness 
for the reporter to interview the men and 
said he would like to know just how many 
preferred to be mustered out. He would 
be glad to give an honorable discharge to 
every man who desired it, as he had appli- 
cations from more .han enough men to 
take the places of all who were dis- 
charged. 

Whether the privates in the Third regi- 
ment wish to be mustered out or not may 
be a debatable question, but it is a positive 
fact that some of its officers would oppose 
the movement most strenuously.

The Store of H. d. Lamar & Sors 
Destroyed.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—The large 
wholesale and retail drug store of H. J. 
Lamar & Sons, on Cherry street, was de- 
stroyed by fire today, and it was only iv 
the herculean and well judged efforts 0 
the Macon fire department that several 
other prominent adjoining stores were not 
destroyed. It was the best managed fire 
that has been witmessed in Macon in many 
‘ears. The department, under tne direc- 
tion of Chief Jones, did magnificent work 
and their pratse {s on the tongue of the 
thousands of citizens who witnessed it. 
The three floors of the store of Lamar & 
Son were filled with Oils, varnishes and 
other inflammable material, and consider- 
ing the character of the stock of goods 
it was miraculous that the firemen com- 
fined the flames to the building in which 
the fire originated, The store of Lamar & 
Son was in the center of the block on 
Cherry street, between Second and Third 
streets. It was situated between the hab- 
erhasher establishment of Clem Phillips 
and the furniture store of Wood-Peavy 
Compamy,-yet so admirably was the fire 
managed that the goods in Phillips's store 
were only slightly damaged by sincke and 
perhaps somewhat by water 

The Wood-Peavy Company is considera- 
bly damaged by water, smoke and the 
intense heat that naturally operates to 
crack the varnish and warp the furniture, 
thus making the loss considerable, which, 
however, is fully covered by insurance. 

The stock of Clem Phillips is also cover- 
ed by insurance. 


Where the Fire Broke Out. 

The fire broke out at 11:50 a. m, It 
started midway of the cellar in the fol- 
lowing manner: A negro porter named 
Sims started to draw some asphaltum 
varnish from a barrel. He had a lantern 
in his hand. It is supposed that the barrel 
Wags nearly empty, and whem he turned the 
faucet the gases in the barrel rushed out 
and envelopimg the lamp an explosion 
followed. Instantly the entire store was in 
a blaze, and it was with great difficulty 
that some of the employees escaped. The 
negro Sims had one of his hands burmed. 
Several of the clerks lost coats and vests 
in the rush to escape from the flames, 
and one gentleman lost his watch, 

So great was the speed of the fire and 
smoke that four young women who were 
working in the bottling department up- 
Stairs, were obliged to jump from the 
second story on to the shed roof just below 
and in this way probably saved their 
lives. 

In response to a telephone message the 
fire department promptly repaired to the 
scene and commenced their splendid work, 
which saved hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of property.’ Many predicted 
that the entire block of handsome stores, 
with their large and handsome stocks, 
would be destroyed, and it certainly seem- 
ed so for a long time. 
moth stock of Lamar & Son is a com- 
plete loss, yet the insurance agents are 
congratulating themselves over the narrow 
escape from at least a half-million-dollar 
fire, and none are so loud in praise of the 
work of ithe firemen as the insurance 
agents.. 

Great volumes of smoke and seas of 
flame gushed out of the building and it 
was with great difficulty that the firemen 
could stand the ordeal. Now and then one 
would be overcome wjth heat and smoke. 
but they would soon rally and al! stood 
manfully to their posts. Never did fire- 
men firht more bravely. 

Mayor Price wus constantly on the 
fcene and his presence did much to en- 
thuse and insvire the firemen in their 
perilous work. 

The value of Lamar & Son's stock is 
estimated at about $90,000. It is a total 
loss. The store building was also destroy- 
a —" an insurance of $10,090.

TRANSCONTINENTAL R. BR. LINES 


Canadian Pacific Differentials Are 
Again Discussed. 

Denver, Col., August 23.—The representa- 
tives of the’ trans-continental rallroad 
lines in the United States met again today 
and resumed the discussion of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific differentials. Robert Kerr, 
general traffic manager of the Canadian 
Pacific, was admitted at today’s meetings. 
Many suggestions were offered looking to 
a plan to meet the competition of the 
trans-continental lines outside of the Unit- 
ed States, and much discussion ensued. 

An agreement to submit the question of 
trans-continental freight rates to a board 
of arbitration, consisting of three mem- 
bers, was reached, and it was decided to 
allow the Canadian Pacific the selection of 
one member here, the second to be chosen 
by the trans-continental lines in the Unit- 
ed States and the remaining arbitrator to 
be the choice of the first two selected. 

The agreement was signed by Robert 
Kerr on the part of the Canadian Pacific, 
and T. E. Jeffery, president of the Riv 
Grande, as chairman, , 

It is the unanimous opinion of those ep- 
gaged in the conference that the trans- 
continental freight rates are soon to be 
placed on a lasting basis, and that not only 
would freght rates be made uniform, but 
passenger rateé-ss well.

Over a Thousand Patients Are Booked 
at Montauk. 

New York, August 23.—Colonel Forwood 
repérts over 1,000 patients in the general 
hospital at Camp Wikoff today, and 200 
or more sleeping on the floor, there be- 
ing no cots for them.

DID HIS WORK 


The Foul Murder of W. D, Clark at 
Albertville. 


WAS A TELEGRAPH OPERATOR 


Refused To Send a Telegram Without 
Prepayment of Tolls. 


THEN ALBERT TEAGUE GREW ANGRY 


With a Shotgun He Sighted His Vic- 
tim Through a Window, Firing 
' Only Two Shots.

Sladsden, Ala., August 23.—(Special.)—Full 
particulars of the assassinatioh of W. D. 
Clark, the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis agent at Albertville, last night, are 
as follows: 

Sunday Albert Teague, a@ young man, 
hande? Clark a telegram to send, saying: 
“Send this ‘collect.’’’ Clark told him he 
would have to give him a quarter to cover 
*he tolls. Teague did not do this, but went 
off and returned in a short time and asked 
Clark if he had sent the telegram. Clark 
told him no, and that he would not do so 
until the tolls were guaranteed. Teague 
became very angry and left the office, first 
destroying his unsent telegram. 

Last night Clark was sitting at his desk 
reading a letter. Teague and a younger 
brother came upon the platform with a 
double-barrel shotgun and approached the 
telegraph office. At this time a friend of 
Clark’s came out of his office and Teague 
threw his gun on him, thinking it was 
Clark. Finding his mistake, he told the 
man if he opened his mouth he would kill 
him, and approached the window where 
Clark could be seen sitting. Raising his 
gun he fired, but just as he did so C-ark’s 
friend cried io him to took out. Clark 
dodged and his hat received the load of 
shot. Teague then fired again, this time 
bringing Clark to the ground. He lingered 
through the day in great agony and died 
at sunset this evening. Clark was a very 
popular young railroad man and his un- 
timely death is deeply depiored. He was 
about twenfy-five vears old and had re- 
‘cently inherited a large fortune in Texas 
by the death of an uncle. Teague was ar- 
rested and jailed this evening. 


SHADOWING A REVENUE MAN 


A Second Attempt Made to Poison the 
-  @Wamily of John E. Logwood. 

Decatur, Ala., August 23.—(Special.)}—The 
second attempt was made last night to noi- 
son the family of Revenue Collector John

SERIOUS RIOTING IN SHANGHAI. 


French Seize a Chinese Cemetery and 
Pull Down the Walls. 

San Francisco, August 23.—Serious riot- 
ing has occurred over French concessiéns 
in the suburbs of Shanghai, attended by 
serious loss of life. According to advices 
brought by the sfeamier Belgic the trouble 
grew out of the failure of the negotiations 
by the French municipalities to secure a 
josshouse and an unusued building on the 
French concession for a proposed school 
and hospital, After lengthy parleying with 
unfruitful results the French seized the 
cemetery on July 17th, amd pulled down 
the walls. 

The force employed in the work, tnclud- 
ing landing partieg from the French gun- 
boat Eclaireur and the steamer Oceanien, 
together with police and French volunteers 
numbered 200. The Chinese populatiom was 
greatly wrought up. and made an attack 
on the police station and the south end 
of the French quarter. 

The Frenchmen opened fire on the mob, 
killing fifteen and woumding thirty-nine 
ovners. The situation is serious. 

Following the attack on the police sta- 
tion 150 men were landed from the man- 
of-war Polo. 

The Sikh police, fully armed, are holding 
the bridges between the French and Eng 
lish concessions. 


Wants to Divide Samoan Islands. 

Berlin, August 23.—The Marine Politische 
Correspondenz draws attention to Ameri- 
ca's acquisition of Pago-Pago, and pro- 
poses that the Samoan islands be divided 
betweem Germany, England and America, 
England taking Savati, Germany taking 
Opula and America Tutullaas as the only 
way to prevent a conflict. 

The Neueste Nachrichten, commenting 
upon the above, says Germany will gain 
nothing by demureness and also declares 
that Lorenzo Marquez and Delagoa bay 
are rapidly becoming English and urges 
the government to assert its rights there. 


Smith Wins the Race. 

Baltimore, Md., August 23.—Henry Smith, 
the twenty-four hour champion of Mary- 
land, won a’ fifty mile handicap paced 
bicycle race at the coliseum tonight from 
Waller, the twenty-four hour champion 
of the world.

Indeed, we do not recall’ a 
single complaint of that nature against 
the men of any of the white regiments 
of the regular army; there may have 
been a few against colored troops, but 
even these have not been many. 

We are in the habit of expressing 
opinions of the regulars which are not 
altogether complimentary to them as 
individual members of society. But this 
certainly can be said of the most of 
them: They respect the uniform they 
wear; and hereafter when the story of 
the war of ’98 is told, it should be borne 
in mind that the regulars not only bore 
themselves as soldiers with magnificent 
bravery, but with respectability and de- 
cency aS men. 
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Mr. Brown’s Suggestion. 

‘We publish elsewhere a communica- 
tion from Mr. Julius L. Brown, of this 
city, in which he outlines a novel plan 
for promoting the industrial interests 
of Atlanta. Whatever may be the opin- 
ion of practical business men in regard 
to its feasibility, there can be no doubt 
of the fact that M contains food for 
serious thought. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Brown's plan is 
that the sum of $300,000 be raised in 
cash and put for investment into the 
hands of trustees to be selected from the 
ranks of Attlanta’s practical business 
men. He suggests the names of sever- 
al prominent citizens who might be in- 
duced to act as trustees without pay 
since they would thus be giving their 
services to promote the city’s welfare. 
With the sum mentioned, he proposes 
that the trustees begin at once the erec- 
tion of a coiton factory to cost when 
completed the full sum of $300,000, ex- 
clusive of the real estate upon which it 
is to be built, as he believes that any 
one of Attlanta’s property owners would 
be glad enough to donate real estate for 
this purpose. When everything is in 
readigess he proposes that the trustees 
go into the market and without delay 
proceed at once to dispose of the factory 
even thougih it may be necessary to sell 
for less than cost. In that event Atlanta 
would still be getting the benefit of the 
improvement. With the amount realized 
from tthe skle another cotton factory 
could be erected and disposed of in the 
same manner, and so on until the fund 
in the hands of the trustees is reduced to 
$100,000. ‘Then Mr. Brown suggests 
that the trustees turn their attention to 
other manufacturing enterprises, giving 
the city the benefit of the best variety 
in this respect which the natural ad- 
vantages of this immediate locality will 
permit. 

Mr. Brown states that he has weighed 
deliberately the plan which he suggests, 
and that he feels confident that it will 
operate successfully. 

Without numerous manufacturing en- 
terprises of the smaller as well as of 
the more important kind, Atlanta‘ can 
never become the great industrial cen- 
ter which she is otherwise bound to be- 
come in view of the natural g¢dvantages 
which she possésses in suda unlimited 
abundance. . 

There is no city in the United States 
which can boast of a more progressive 
and wideawake citizenship than Atlanta; 
and if the sturdy business men of At- 
lanta will put their heads together in 
the effort to promote the industrial in- 
terests of the city, good results will in- 
evitably follow.

The Flag at Manila. 

Let go the Philippines—but how? 

Many people in this country believe 
that it will be best for this government 
that it wil be best for this gov- 
ernment to restore the Philippines to 
Spain and wash our, hands of the 
whole business out there in the 
Pacific. Many others have a sort 
of indefinite idea that we should hold 
Manila and let go the rest. Others fig- 
ure it out that the best thing that can 
happen to this country is to hold the 
island of Luzon and let go all the rest. 

All of these talk glibly of “letting go” 
as if we have but to say the word and 
that all will be serene. It must be ap- 
parent to any one who stops for a min- 
ute to think that this is vastly easier to 
say than to do. The London Times 
touches upon the trouble when it says: 
If America is prepared to undertake the 
responsibility of the government of the 
whole Philippine group, it is har@ to see 
how any otHer power could legitimately 
interfere. If the United States repudiates 
such responsibility, a very perilous state 
of things might ensue, because it would 
not be easy to dispute the right of other 
powers to terminate the state of anarchy. 
Therefore many difficulties will be avoided 
by American annexation. 

The one thing certain about the Phil- 
ippine problem is that it is a great big 
one, not one to be dismissed by any 
ready-made off-hand solution such as 
“let go.” We are up to our eyes in it. 
Kither way we turn, we are confronted 
by difficulties. 

Is it easier to let go than to hold on, 
and is it better? It seems to us that 
the advocates of thé let go policy are 
due to be heard from. 

Is the flag which the hands of a gal- 
lant Georgian raised over Manila to 
come down? We believe that few peo- 
ple will advocate such a policy. That 
fiag stands for American supremacy at 
Manila. Does it, or does it not, stand 
for more? 

The sentiment of the country is un- 
questionably against taking down the 
flag where it has once been officially 
raised. This sentiment would doubt- 
less be satisNed if the flag is to stay 
there as the emblem of jsovereignty 
over the city, forts and harbor of Ma- 
nila, and as much territory as may be 
necessary to make American occupation 
effective. But this, which is the mini- 
mum, presents difficulties. 

First, how much territory must be re- 
tained to make the occupation safe and 
effective? A few square miles, or the 
entire island of ‘Luzon? Second. if but 
little is retained, what sort of neighbors 
are we to have and how is the rest of 
the island to be governed? 

Then, third, could we put through 
such a programme even if we desired— 
a programme which would give us all 
that is good in the archipelago and leave 
the remainder to Spain, or to be fought 
over by the nations of Europe? A 
ought we do that if we could? — | 

Those are all practical questions. Then 
there is the question of how great is 
our moral responsibility to the people 
whom we have wrested from Spanish 
control. Have we the moral right to 


| put them back under that Spanish dom- | 
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even more glaringly incompetent and 
cruel in the Phi than in Cuba? 
Nations have responsibilities as well as 
individuals, and here is one of the prob- 
lems and responsibilities that we must 
face. 

The president and his peace commis- 
sioners have no easy task before them. 
These problems must be solved, and 
solved in a way that will meet not only 
the expectations of the country, but of 
the nations of the world. ‘We must 
not shirk responsibilities which our own 
acts have brought upon us. It looks as 
if either to let go entirely or to hold on 
to everything, while the extremes, would 
furnish the easiest solution. The sen- 
timent of the country is strongly against 
the one and is by no means certain as 
to the other. Some middle course will 
probably be adopted. But what? 
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Where a Change Should Be Made. 

There is something radically wrong in 
the system of promotions in the navy. 
Like that relic of the days of piracy, 
prize money, ‘this system of promotions 
strikes us as an excellent thing for rad- 
ical modification, and it is to be hoped 
that congress wil] find some way to 
remedy the disparities and rectify the 
injustice which seems to be a necessary 
adjunct of this method now in vogue. 

Dewey, for his great victory at Manila, 
is advanced two numbers. Sampson, be- 
cause he hippened to be the officer of 
highest grade in Cuban waters, was ad- 
vanced seven numbers, although he did 
not have a part inthe battle which 
brought the promotions. Of course, 
this particular discrepancy is bound to 
be eradicated, for there is more in store 
for Dewey. ‘The country will be very 
greatly surprised and disappointed if 
congress does not restore the grade of 
admiral and give Rear Admiral Dewey 
the place he deserves by the side of Far- 
ragut and Porter. 

But another phase of the promotion 
problem is not so easy of solution, Af- 
ter the official reports came of the bat- 
tle of Manila, the president very proper- 
ly gave each of the commanding officers 
of that squadron a well earned promo- 
tion. That came in the shape of ad- 
vancement in numbers, the only way 
under the present system that promotion 
can come. That was all right, so far 
as it went; but when the list of promo- 
tions of the Sampson fleet captains 
came, these men who had contributed 
so splendidly ‘to the victory at Manila 
found themselves sliding down the scale 
again. The advancement of the com- 
manding officers in Sampson's fleet 
threw some of them ahead of those who 
had earned their promotion at Mania, 
and acted, just to that extent, as an 
official reduction of their standing. 

It was all a necessary result of the 
system. The unfairness of it must be 
apparent to everybody. Just how it 
can be remedied we must leave to the 
naval experts; but there should be some 
remedy. The country is in a mood to 
see that full justice is done the navy, 
and this seems to be one respect in 
which there is room for radical improve- 
ment. 

Admiral Schley’s Latest Triumph. 

Admiral Schley has given unmistak- 
able proof of the fact that he comes of 
good old cavalier stock. Not only on 
the deck of the Brookly when that 
stout warship engaged ia Haitian shot, 
does Admiral Schley feel at home, but 
also in the drawing room when com- 
pelled to meet ‘the fair sex face to face 
he feels equally at home. 

This observation is suggested by the 
graceful manner in which Admiral 
Schley acquitted himself in New York 
last Saturday when some of his gentle 
admirers in that metropolis insisted on 
making him speak. Though not trained 
in the graces. of oratory, he proved fully 
equal to Mae occasion. Said he: “My 
idea of the relations of the navy to the 
ladies is simply this—our arms are their 
defense; their arms are our recom- 
pense.” 

What could possibly be more apt? In- 
to this one short sentence Admiral 
Schley has condensed the eloquence of 
more than fifty studied orations, and he 
has made it evident that he s&understands 
the art of flattery as well as he does 
the art of fighting. We congratulate 
the hero of Santiago upon the fresh leaf 
which he has thus added to his laurels. 

There is something in this little epi- 
sode which strikingly recalls the days 
of romance when valiant knights were 
always ready to court danger for the 
sake of winning the plaudits of ladies 
fair. Courage is never more graceful 
than when mated with tender reverence 
for womanhood; and, indeed, is not 
true courage always thus mated? Well 
hath the poet sung: “The bravest are 
tenderest; the loving are the dar- 
ng.”

FOR PRACTICAL DEVELOPMENT 


Plan Proposed by Mr. Julius L. Brown 
for City Development. 

Editor Constitution—I am not a politi- 
ciam. have never been one and never expect 
to be one. I have never cared to play that 
role. I have never sought, never expect to 
seek and am not now seeking political of- 
fice. I have never cared to be a slave to 
the public. So I am sure you and the pub- 
lic will give me credit for no motive of 
that kind in what I now have to say. 

I have been very much interested in va- 
rious suggestions made for building up 
Atlanta. and to relieve the hard times 
here. The city, as such, cannot under the 
law give any aid. Its affairs should be con- 
ducted at all times, especially in these, 
with the utmost fidelity, and with the 
strictest economy. 

There is now more unemployed labor in 
Atlanta, more stores and residences vacant 
amd for rent than ever before in Atilanta’s 
history. Taxes and assessments are high, 
money is hard for poor people to get hold 
of, and times are harder than for many 
years. There are facts which cannot be 
disputed. Why it is so I leave others to 
decide. Now the problem is. how can this 
labor be employed, these stores and resi- 
dences be filled with tenants and times im- 
proved? 

I have thought no little of this matter 

for sometime past, and have some views 
on this question which may be considered 
thoroughly impractical, yet, if these views 
could be carried out, I have no doubt on 
earth that a very happy change would oc- 
cur. ; 
The average man, whether he lives in 
Atlanta or elsewhere, ig certain, when ask- 
ed to subscribe money, to want something 
for it in return, ejther immediately or 
in the very near future, in the shape of 
large dividends or if a pian like this is 
proposed to let others furmish the money 
and he reap the benefit. 

My plan in brief is this: Raise a fund 


fore the work is commenced. 

has been subscribed put that fund in the 
hands of honest, capable, public-spirited 
citizems who agree to serve without re- 
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make similar contracts, and then let them 
construct a cotton factory at a cost of 
$300,000. Let the building and machinery 


| Cost that sum exclusive of the land. Let 


them arrange with real estate owners who 
are largely burdened with land, and get 
@n acre or two donated for thé site for 
@ cotton factory. not includine houses for 
laborers. Owners can afford to give this, 


because their adjoining lands could be plat- | 


ted and sold for laborers’ houses and will 


increase largely in vatue. Almost any real | 


estate owner having average land within 
One to three miles of Atlanta would be 
giad to make such a donation. If the site 
is off the railroad, any one of the roads 
would be glad to run a spur track out to 
it fer the business of that factory. Let 
them require such persons dealing with 
them as ordinary laborers, mechanics, ma- 


terial men or contractors to subscribe a 


certain percentage of the contract, or 
wages, and.pay it in cash, deducting it 
from the payments to them. Let the trus- 
te®s make every contract at the lowest 
possible price for the machinery, laber and 
material, and when this factory is com- 
pleted let these trustees go into the open 
market and sell that factory for the high- 
€6t possible cash price it will bring, wheth- 
er sold in this country or in Europe. Sup- 
pose, for fllustration. the $300,000 factory 
sells for $275,000 or $250,000 cash, let it Zo. 
The city has one more factory. It can't 
eet away. It will empley labor. It will 
produce. With the $250,000, proceeds of that 
factory. and the $25.000 or $30.000 which have 
been subscribed by the contractors, ma- 
terilalmen and laborers, the trustees have 
$275.000 to $300,000 in hand to build a new fac- 
tory. Let them get another site 
and build another factory there and 
sell it, according to plans above 
outlined. Let them continue this operation 
of building cotton factories and selling them 
at a loss, if need be, (but seli them) until 
they get down to $100,000 and then let them 
then commence and build other kinds of 
factories. Silk mills, such as are being 
worked in New Jersey, iron works and 
various other kinds of enterprises. If small 
ones, no matter. They will employ labor 
and will diversify our industries, and final- 
ly when the fund gets down to $1,000, let 
the trustees pay that as a bonus to some- 
body to start another factory on a small 
scale, or give a grand Kimball house-Mar- 
tin-Bohemian smoker, where we can talk 
of what we have done to all of those who 
have aided and thus have a good time, and 
have the newspapers write it up and get 
s0me advertising. What would be the re- 
sult? With the $300,000 originally subscribed 
and the proceeds of the sales and the new 
subscription spent in this way the city 
ought to have at least a dozen large, new 
manufacturing enterprises bullt here and 
they ought to add from 20,000 to 25,000 ped- 
ple to our population. One doing business 
on $300,000 can do an immense amount of 
business before he loses it all. My plan is 
for us to lose this $300,000 in substantial ad- 
ditions which will remain in or near At- 
lanta when the money is gone. 

With this population added, every present 
store now vacant would be occupied and 
many new ones erected, for these people 
have to be fed and clothed. Merchants 
would prosper; people will get sick: will 
quarrel and have law suits; teeth will have 
to be treated, and all those kind of things 
will come along, and every professional 
man, every reai estate owner, every mer- 
chant in the city will be benefited. Every 
laborer would be benefited, because he 
would have a place where he could get 
ready, steady, profitable work. The city 
generally will be benefited. If this was done 
we would have a sure enough boom, 

Now you may say the labor of doing all 
of this is too great for seven or eight trus- 
tees to undertake. Granted. Let these men 
who are selected as trustees have the 
power to fill vacancies in their own num- 
ber, if they choose to. In that way the 
work can be divided out. I don’t care to 
be one of them, I am not seeking a job. 

I have named the gentlemen above be- 
cause I know them to be honest, capable 
and public spirited. There are many other 
such in this city. I can’t name ali. 

Let the subscribers after the fund is 
raised be the ones to select the trustees. 
Then no one can complain that he has had 
no voice in the selection. The trustees 
would also be a board to whom inquiries 
about Atlanta would be referred, They 
would be a board who would put them- 
selves in commfnication with capitalists and 
they would advertise the city thoroughly. 
Indeed, they could give us more real, good, 
substantial, profitable advertising than we 
got from the cotton exposition 

If you think wejl of this scheme, the 
estate of Joseph E. Brown will make a 
eubscription, and I, individually, will make 
one. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I want you to read this 
article carefully, and if you approve of it, 
print it and give the weight of your edi- 
4orials to it, and ask the people of Atlanta 
to take it up and discuss it and consider it. 

Let us reason together. Attack, modify, 
approve or condemn what I have written.

The second day of the democratic cam- 
paign was a busy one at the headquarters 
of the state committee in the Kimball 
horse, and Chairman duBignon had no leis- 
ure while be was in his office.

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THE PALACE FRONT WITH THE AMERICAN FLAG JUST IN POSITION. 


These two pictures, drawn from large 
-photographs, tell the story of the surren- 
der of Santiago. The ceremony in the 
pudlic square of the city was brief, dra- 
matic and inspiring, but it was not too 
brief for a camera, and the only camera 
which took it belonged to The Atlanta 
Constitution. When we rode into the city 
with General Shafter and his staff and 
Aheir cavalry and infantry escorts on the 

/ morning of Sunday, July sth, arrange- 
ments had already been made with Gen- 
eral Toral, the Spanish commander, since 
the wounding of General Linares, to have 
the formal service@® whica were to turn 
the city over to the Americans take place 
at noon exactly. We reached the front 
of the palace shortly after 10 o’clock, and 
while our own and the Spanish troops, 
‘which respectively represented the two 
entire.commands, were being arranged in 
the prfolic square and the officers were 
being introduced to each other in the big 
palace hallway, the seven newspaper men 
present tried to focus their little kodaks 
on the notable scene before them. 

But it was too big a job for a kodak, 
wonderful as those little instruments are, 
and several of us started out to secure 
the services of local photographers with 
big machines. Of the troubles of the others 
I know nothing, but for myself I can 
say that it was the hardest work I ever 
undertook. There were plenty of photog- 
raphers in the city, but I climbed up 
half a dozen stairways only to find the 
offices deserted, or to encounter surly- 
visaged men and women who pretended 
they could not understand what I wanted. 
It was before the true character of the 
Americans were known, and when the en- 
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tire population was prepared to face the 
awfui fate that had been predicted at the 
hands of the enemy. At other places we 
battered vainly upon the outer doors, and 
succeeded only in bringing sullen and 
scowling faces to the windows of the build- 
ings in the neighborhood. 


At 11:30 o'clock our driver bethought him- 
self of a Frenchman who took pictures, 
and whom he said he thought might not 
object to photographing the pulling up 
of the stars and stripes above the palace. 
We went to his house—No. 8 in the Calle 
San Geronimo—and found him drinking red 
wine on his big front porch. His name is 
Adolphe Desquiron, and he proved to be 
an affable, genial and energetic little old 
gentleman, who indulged no special affec- 
tion for the Spaniards and who did not 
for a moment hesitate to accept our prop- 
osition. In five minutes he had. bundled 
his apparatus in the curriage, and we went 
whirling back to the public square with 
thousands of eyes; some angry, some fright- 
ened and some curious, peering at us 
through the bars of the cage-like entrance 
which forms the doorway to all dwelling 
houses in Cuta. 

And we were not a moment too soon. 
Already every man who had a part to play 
in the drama that was to mark the real 
ending of the war was in his place. Drawn 
up in front of the palace were a hundred 
and twenty troopers under Captain Brett, 
standing solemn and silent in the burning 
sun, with Generals Shafter, Wheeler, Law- 
ton, Bates, Kent, Wood and Chaffee, with 
all their staffs in a group between them. 
In the center of the square stood the Ninth 
infantry band with their eyes on the flag-

staffs. At the far end the men of the 
Ninth were drawn up in front of the dull 
gray walis of the old cathedral, and on 
the long walk elevated above them the 
surrendered Spanish soldiers, without arms 
and without any military formation, stood 
massed in with citizens who had been 
brave enough to come out to see the show. 


' Such was the theater of action, and the 


photographs show it with not a single de- 


tail missing. 
= e +. 


At five minutes to 12 o’clock Captain 
McKittrick and Lieutenants Joe Wheeler. 
Jr.. and J. D. Miley appeared on the roof 
above the palace entiance with an Amer- 
ican flag in their hands, and quickly fas- 
tened jit to the guy ropes of the pole which 
lifted its head beside them. Monsteur Des- 
quiron had planted his camera in front of 
the band, where he could give it a quick 
turn and catch both scenes. It was then 
that Sylvester Scovel, the correspondent 
who later struck Shafter, appeared on the 
roof near Miley and was ordered off. The 
minutes seemed hours in passing, and we 
all waited in a tremble of excitement and 
anticipation that it is impossible to de- 
scribe. On the roof the three officers stood 
like statues. The great crowd of Spanish 
soldiers and residents banked in front of 
the cathedral were silenj as death. The 
musicians had their horns at their lips. 
My effervescent photographer was so 
wrought up that “Il was afraid he would 
press the bulb ang take the picture at the 
wrong time, and I had to keep my hand 
upon his arm. ; 

Then, when the tension seemed to be no 
longer bearable, there broke out from the 
square towers of the cathedral back of us 
the soft and mellow chimes which marked 


ithe hour of twelve, and with the very 
first note the stars and stripes mounted to 
the top of the pole and floated ful] and free 
in the gentle breeze. At the same instant 
the band burst into the glorious old “Star 
Spangied Banner,” the ¢roopers raised 
their sabres in salute, tnaking a line of 
flashing steel all along the palace frent, 
and the column of infantry presented arms. 
Every officer and civilian took off his hat, 
and thus we stood uncovered in solemn 
and silent glory, feeling that five minutes 
of such ecstacy more than recompensed us 
for the five weeks of hardship we had un- 
dergone. The hymn came to a close as 
glorious as its beginning, ang when it died 
away into the last refrain there burst out 
such a hurrahing as man never heard be- 


fore.

I do not know how long it ‘asted, but 
when we came to I bethought myself of 
my photographer, and ‘turned to find him 
up a tree, whither he had gone to recover 
his parasol, which, in ‘his exuberance, he 
had sent “high into the air along with his 
hat. But he had taken'‘the pictures and I 
left him for°a moment to go over to see 
our Officers, wijere I ‘wns unfortunate 
/ enough to arrive in time to be a witness 
to the Scovel incident. Of that unhappy 
affair at such a time I cannot bring my- 
self to write, but there is one thing I de- 
sire to say of Genera] Shafter and for 
Mr. Scovel. The newspapers have been 
stating that had Mr. Scovel struck any 
other commanding officer he would have 
been instantly killed; and the inference is 
that General Shafter saved the young cor- 
respondent’s life. With some knowledge of

rf In the delirium of that afternoon Mon- 
sie¢ur Desquiron was forgotten, but I urged 
him over and over again to develop and 
print the pictures as soon as possible. But 
he had been a resident of Cuba too long

| tlago for Porto Rico without Going more 
than seeing the proofs. I left him my ad- 
dress, along with some few timely re- 
marks, wh'ch he received humbly and 
apologetically, and sailed out of the. har- 
bor with very faint hopes of ever seeing 
my photographs, although Lieutenant Mi- 
ley, who Was as anxious to get them as I 
was, promised to go around to the Calle 
San Geromino and jab the monsieur with 
his sword twice a day. How well he suc- 


ceeded where I failed may be guessed, for 
late last night the mail brought the pic- 
tures into The Constitution office, and thev 
turned out to be all that we had expected

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WERE SLOW GETTING OFF. 


The Men Left Behind Were Held Back 
by Red Tape. 

Chattanooga, August 23.—(Special.)—At 
last all the soldiers uf the First Georgia 
have got off to Knoxville. The order to 
move came so unexpectedly Sunday that 
a large number of the men who were off 
on leave to visit the city did not get back 
to camp in time to join the command be- 
fore they had packed up and moved out 
of the park. The railroads, too, were un- 
prepared for the movement of the two reg- 
iments at one time, the Thirty-first Mich- 
igan having been ordered to move at the 
same time the Georgians were. The Geor- 
gia boys, therefore, did not go away until 
Monday morning, and those who had fail- 
ed to get to camp in time found themselves 
here without a command and without 
transportation to Knoxville. Because of the 
great network of red tape, these boys who 
were left did not get away until today, 
finally, by dint of patience and waiting, 
having secured the proper transportation 
papers. There are a few of the sick left 
here in the hospitals, all of whom are 
improving very satisfactorily. There was 
great disappointment among the men at 
breaking up and going to new quarters, 
and it is safe to say that at least 85 per 
cent of them wanted to go home and be 
mustered out.

At the opening of the betting Autumn 
was a favorite over the Fleischmann en- 
try, Dr. Eichberg and Sir Hubert, and at 
the end was really the favorite, although 
his price was a little higher, but then it 
was one horse against two. The Madden 
string, Glenheim, Rhinelander and Scan- 
nell, were next in favoritism, and down 
in the ring, where it was like a ffurnace, 
men tumbled over each other in their eag- 
erness to put up their money on their 


choice. 

The parade to the post began at 4:0 
o'clock, and the twenty-three youngsters 
cantered up the track. Then began the 
delay. Several times the starter descend- 
ed to the track and gave the boys a talk 
ing to, but to no use.

Three police 
officers tried to disperse the crowd, and 
finding that their efforts were futile, the 
reserve force was called out. 

Duncan came into the ¢ity early in the 
day and began to drink. He wandered out 
Decatur street and was near the Fulton 
Cotton mills when the operatives quit 
work. He was standing on the sidewalk, 
and just as ‘Miss Branan, the daughter of 
Policeman A. D. Branan, and a relative 
of Police Commissioner Branan, came by, 
he rushed toward her and grabbed her in 
his arms. The young lady, nearly fright- 
ened to death, screamed, and several men 
ran to her rescue, and he staggered off 
down the street. Some one hastened to 
tell Policeman Branan of what had tak- 
en place, and the officer, who was at home 
asleep, dressed and went in search of the 
soldier. He openly said that he would not 
be responsible for Duncan’s life if he saw 
him, 

In the meantime Duncan had gone down 
Decatur street toward the city, and not 
satisfied with his assault on the lady, he 
knocked a little boy down and hurt him 
seriously. Then he attacked a youth 
about sixteen years of age, and being a 
giant in strength, he used the young man 
roughly, tearing his clothes. 

This last row occurred opposite the store 
of Axton C. Minhinnett, No. 622 Decatur 
street. Mr, (Minhinnett went to the youth's 
assistance and knocked the soldier half 
across the street. Duncan showed fight, 
and policemen were sent for. 

By this time a mob had gathered, and 
it was nolsed around that Duncan had not 
only struck the boy and the youth, but 
had assaulted a lady on the street. It was 
evident that the soldier was to be dealt 
with in a rough manner. There were 
those present who wanted him strung up 
on a telephone pole, and others suggested 
giving ‘him a cowhiding. e 

Officers Chosewood, Lanford and Harris 
arrived on the scene just as Duncan 
was being stoned and pushed about. He 
was trying to escape, but could not do so. 
The police attempted to make the mob 
disperse, but failed, and an order was sent 
to the police barracks for the reserve. This 
caused the leaders of the mob to move off, 
and the order for the reserve was revoked. 

Duncan was hurried off to the police bar- 
racks and locked up. 

When the arrest was first made, it was 
not known to the officers that Duncan 
had assaulted the lady. This was reported 
at the barracks by Officer Branan last 
night at 12 o'clock. 

Policeman Branan had the soldier held 
on a state case, and he will this morning 
swear out a warrant charging him with 
an assault. 

Duncan said last night that he belonged 
to the Fifth infantry and his home was 
in St, Louis. 

“If I mistreated a lady,’ he said, “I do 
not recollect it. I was crazy drunk all 
the afternoon, and did not know what I 
was doing.”’ 

Duncan is a powerfully bullt man, weigh- 
ing 200 pounds and measuring over six feet 
in height.

At Camps Hobson and Cleary the Men 
Have Been Formed Into Compa- 
nies and Drilled Carefully. 


THE MOVEMENT OF TROOPS FROM 
the recruit camps at Lithia Springs and 
Newnan, Ga., will begin Thursday morn- 
ing with the departure of large detach- 
ments of|' men from both places, for the 
army camp at Montauk Point, New York. 

Transportation for 400 recruits of the Sec- 
ond infantry, now in camp at Lithia 
Springs, has been furnished by the Qepart- 
ment of the gulf and the men will be sent 
to Camp Wikoff to join their regiment, 
which wag one of the first to return from 
the Cuban campaign. 

At Camp Cleary, near Newnan, Ga,, Ma- 
jor Bubb, in command of the detachments 
located there, has notified the department 
that the recruits under him are prepared 
to jain their regiments, having been fully 
equipped-and armed and drilled cunstantly 
since their arrival. The first detachment 
to be ordered out of Camp Cleary will con- 
sist of the 130 recruits for the Ninth infan- 
try under Captain Palmer, who will leave 
for Montauk Thursday and will join the 
recruits of the Second infantry in Atlanta 
on the way north. 

Since the large number of recrults who" 
for weeks were penned up at.Fort McPher- 
son, have been sent to the two sub-camps 
In the state, much attention has been given 
to the matter of dril! and discipline in order 
to prepare the men as quickly as possi- 
ble for entrance into their regiments. The 
non-commissioned officers in the ranks 
have been filled temporarily by the men 
best fitted for the places, and companies 
have been formed and the recruits brought 
up to a fair state of perfection in the man- 
ual of arms, 

No drilling could be done by the men 
while at Fort McPherson on account of 
the hospital tents stretched on the drill 
grounds and the fear inat the soldiers 
would disturb the patients who were kept 
in the tents. For this reason, as well as 
to prevent a spread of typhoid at Fort Mc- 
Pherson among the recruits, the large ma- 
jority of them were moved to Camp Hob- 
son and Camp Cleary and the recruits have 
fully justified the authorities in their ac- 
tion, 

At fast as the regiments represented in 
the two recruit camps in this state leave 
Cuba and Porto Rico and arrive at Camp 
Wikoff the recruits will be sent to join 
them and the men taken in the ranks of 
the companies already formed. 

No new companies wiil he made of the 
recruits, but all of them wil be used to 
bring the companies already forming the 
regiments up to their full number. 

The garrison at Fort McPherson has been 
reduced to its living number, counting the 
patients in the four hospitals, and it is 
probable that no more men will be sent 
away for the present. Of the 40 recruits 
for the Fifth infantry now at the post about 
100 of them have been fully equipped and 
armed for the service, and the accouter- 


ments for the rest of the men will be for-/ 


warded in the next few days. If it is found 
by the department of the gulf that the 
Fifth infantry, which has just embarked 
ut Tampa for Santiago, is necessary to 
help maintain order at that point, and is 
ordered to remain there for any length of 
time, the recruits for the regiment will 
probably be sent without delay to join 
their command. 

New Adjutant for Fort McPherson. 

Upon the arrival of Lieutenant Crawley, 
of the Fifth infantry, at Fort McPherson 
Monday afternoon Lieutenant Kilbourne, 
of the First infantry, who had been per- 
forming the duties of adjutant for the post 
temporarily, was relievea of his office and 
Lieutenant Crawley detailed in his pace, 

Lieutenant Crawley, since the beginning 
of the war, has been located at the re- 
cruiting station for his regiment in Hous- 
ton, Texas. and upon the completion of his 
work at that point was ordered to report 
for duty to Captain Forbes, commanding 
Fort McPherson. 


THE FIRST FLORIDA ARRIVES 


Last Section of Brigade Under General 
Hucson Reaches Atlanta This 
Morning. 

The First Florida volunteers will arrive 
in the city this morning over the Central 
road, on their way to the new camp at 
Huntsville, Ala. - 
The Florida regiment is the last part of 
the brigade under command of General 
J. K. Hudson to pass through Atlanta, as 
the other two regiments, the Second Geor- 
gia and the Fifth Maryland, came through 

last Saturday morning. 

The Florida boys came in five trains, the 
first of which reached the city this morn- 
ing at 7 o’clock and the rest at short in- 
tervals thereafter.

It is equally probable that an entirely 
new ticket will be named. No action of 
this kind will be taken at the Thursday 
night meeting, however. 

The agitation of the question of the ex- 
pense of the city government has caused a 
great amcunt of discussion, and important 
matters will probably be brought out at 
the meeting.

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COMMISSION SAYS. 


NOT TO: PAY BOARDS 


Means No More Pay for Board of Health, 
Water Board and Police Board. 


COMMISSION MET YESTERDAY 


Motion to Cut Mayor’s Salary Was 
Discussed at Length and Lost. 


MAYOR MUST GIVE ALL HIS TIME TO OFFICE 


This Will Be One Recommendation. 
Commission Will Meet This 
Afternoon. 


IF THE CITY COUNCIL ACTS ON THE 
recommendations of its investigating com- 
mittee the members of the board of health, 
Water board and board of police commis- 
Sioners wili no lomger receive salaries for 
their services; the salaries of the mayors 
to be elected will. remain the same, but 
he will be required to give all his time to 
the office. 

Although the investigating commission 
was in session two hours yesterday after- 
noon and made considerable headway, the 
only change decided om was to omit the 
payment of salaries to members of all 
city boards, The commission has only just 
begun its work, however, and before it 
reaches a conclusion there will, if indica- 
tions count fer anything, be some impor- 
tant changes recommended as to the ex- 
penditure of the city’s money. 

The mééting of the commission was call- 
ed to order yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock by Mayor Collier with Commission- 
ers Hillyer, Alexander, Mayson, Mitchell, 
Peters, Patterson, Stephens and Ham- 


mond present. 

Mayor Collier stated that he did not 
know whether or not any member of the 
commission had am idea as to how the com- 
mission should proceed with the work. It 
Was suggested that the apportionment 
sheet be taken up and each department be 
discussed as the apportionment sheet was 
read. This plan was adopted and the first 
department read was that of the mayor. 
At this time an effort was made to re- 
duce the salary of the mayor, but the 
motion was lost. 

Alderman (Mayson said: 

“No change we determime on or make 
ean affect any of the present officers. They 
will refer to men who are not yet elected 
and we can act on this impartially. Some 


» time ago the salary of the citv councilmen 


was cut and while I do not object to this 
as an economic measure, I believe the sal- 
ary of the mayor could be reduced. I also 
believe that all boards should be placed 
on an equal footing. The park and school 
boards are serving without compensation 
and whv should we discriminate in this 
matter in favor of the health, water and 
police boards? I think we could very well 
cut out the salaries of all these boards.”’ 

Mr. Mayson then read reports of various 
departments of other cities of Atianta’s 
size which had been obtained for him by 
Secretary Weissinger. He stated that he 
found very little difference between the 
expenses of the departments of Atlanta 
and other cities with the exception of the 
health department. He ‘stated that while 
Atlanta appropriated $124,350 for her health 
department other Cities of an equa) size 
did not “appropriate nearly so much. He 
read the expenses of the health depart- 
ments of other cities and that of Memphis, 
which is $100,000, was the only one which 
Was nearly so large as Atlanta. Mr. May- 
son stated it was a very large expenditure 
for the health department as compared 
to other cities and he was of the opinion 
that this expense could be reduced. 

Mayor Collier explained that no two cities 
embraced the same amolnt of work under 
the heading of health department and this 
accounted for the difference. Some cities, 
he said, made three different appropria- 
tions for three different departments which, 
taken as a whole, did the same amount of 
work done by the samitary department. 

Mr. Mayson continued and said he 
thought it might be possible to reduce 
some of the salaries. He then took up the 
police and fire departments and said he 
thought the salaries in these departments 
were as low as they could be made in or- 
der to obtain efficient men. He thought it 
might be possible to cut the salaries of 
some of the officers. He concluded by stat- 
ing that the employees of the city are mot 
‘getting extravagant wages. 

Mayor Collier took occasion to say that 
unless there is an increase in the valua- 
tion of property the city council will find 
that there is not a sufficient amount of 
money for current expenses. The assess- 
memt for next year, he said, shows a re- 
duction of from four to five million dollars 
and that this will cause the reduction of 
revenue to be about $50,000. On this basis 
the mayor said the income*for 1899 will 
be $225,000 jess than it was the year before 
the reduction in the rate was made. 

Would Reduce Mayor’s Salary. 

Judge Hillyer said he believed that @ 
general discussion of all branches of the 
question. would save time. He said he 
believed the mayor's salary was inade- 
quate but at the same time the city was 
not able to pay an adeauate salary. 

“J should say that from $1,200 to $1,500 
would be the proper salary for the mayor,” 
said he. ‘It is plain to us all that we are 
confronted with the question of either 
keeping the departments up to their pres- 
ent standard and discontinuing al] public 
improvements or whether we shall make a 
reduction im these departments, We ought 
to reduce the expenses of these depart- 
ments with a strong and determined hand.” 

Judge Hillyer was of the opinion that 
the number of policemen could be reduced 
and that the city could get along with 
four or five fire companies. He thought 
the teacher should be left to the last, but 
that if it came to a question of hurting 
the teachers and saving the city he should 
say save the city. 

Alderman Mayson then made a motion 
that the salary of the mayor be fixed at 
$1,200 per year. This was amended by Judge 
Hillyer, who favored a salarv of $1,500. 

Councilman Hammond opposed this mo- 
tion and said: “All the salaries for the 
next two years have been fixed and the 
only thing we can do is to make a recom- 
mendation. I for one do not want a $1,500 
mayor. I do not think Atlanta should ask 
a man to give her his time for such a 
salary. So far as I am personally concern- 
ed I am willing to serve on the council 
for nothing. I do not think we are here to 
fix galaries, but to look for leakages and 
for extravagances. I move as a substitute 
that we report that we think the mayor’s 
salary should remaim as it is.”’ 

Mr. Peters wanted to know if council 
could not have the law on the subject 

changed and then reduce tha salary. Mr. 
Hammond did not think this could be 
done. He said they had voted the salaries 
for two years and while the council had 
absolute contro] over the departments he 
did not believe the salaries could be 
chamged for two years. Mr. Peters thought 
that now was the time to make the rec- 
ommendation and take the proper action. 
Mayor’s Salary $2,500. 

Mayor Collier stated that any action the 
committee took would not affect him and 
he Was therefore able to speak from a dis- 
interested standpoint. “I believe. the office

Mr. Peters paid Mayor Collier a compli- 
ment by stating that he was the only may- 
or who had given his whole time to the 
office and that he had saved the city 
many times his Salary. 

Judge Hillyer thought the moral effect 
of the movement should be considered. He 
said that if the commission began by 
saying the mayor should not make a sac- 
rifice they would lessen the moral force 
when they called upon others to make a 
sacrifice. 

A motion was then made that the salary 
of the mayor remain at $2,500 and that he 
be required to give his whole time to the 
office. Phigs was voted on and was carried. 

No changes were rec6mmended by the 
cdémmittee in the departments of city hall, 
counci] and finance. 

The pofice department was taken up and 
a motion doing away with the salaries of 
the board of commissioners was intro- 
duced, After some discussion the motion 
was so changed as to imcludé all boards 
of the city government and it was then 
passed. 

The meeting then adjourned until this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock at which time the 
police department will be taken up and

‘Railroad Commission Held an Impert- 
ant Session. 


MEETING WAS QUITE LENGTHY 


Many Railroad Men Were Present to | 


Hear the Proceedings.

A NEW UNION DEPOT 


AUGUSTA WANTS 


Other Depot Cases Came Up, but Ac- 
tion in All of Them Was Deferred 


for the Present. 


—_—_—_—_- -— 


‘THE RAILROAD COMMISSION MET 
yesterday in its rooms in the state capitol 
for the purpose of hearing arguments in 
severa] cases of unusual importance. The 
meeting commenced at 10 o'clock and lasted 
for’ several hours, A nUmber of railroad 
men were present to give their views on 
the proposed amendment to the demur- 
rage rule of the commission. 

They were invited by the commission to 
be present at the’rheeting for that purpose, 
printed copy of the amendment having 
been gent them several: days ago. The 
following railroad men were present: Vice 
President J, M. Eagan, representing the 
Central of Georgia; Assistant General Su- 
perintendent J, 8. B. Thompson, repre- 
senting the Southern railway; Traffic Man- 
ager Joseph M. Brown and General Freight 
Agent J. L, Dickey, representing the At- 


lanta. Knoxville and Northern, and §Super- 
intendent C. §. Brand, representing the 
Georgia railroad, Captain J. Cc, Haskell, 
manager of the Southeastern Car Service 
Association, represented at their request, 
eight or ten of the principal railroad com- 


pamies in the state. 

One of the most important cases to come 
before the commission was the application 
ef the Southern Express Company to be 
allowed to increase its rates to a sufficient 
extent to offset the expense incurred by 
furnishing war revenue stamps under the 
recent ruling of the railroad commission. 

Some time ago complaint was made to 
the commission that the express company 
was forcing its patrons to supply the 
stamps and a hearing was had on this 
question. The commission decided that it 
wag the place of the company to furnish 
these stamps and the company then made 
application that it be allowed to increase 
its r&tes sufficiently to offset this expense. 
Hon. Pleming G. duBignon, genera] coun- 
sel, argued the case for the Southern Ex- 
press Company. The railroad commission 
declined to grant the petition, 

The case of C. H. Dixon & Co. against 
the Central of Georgia railroad on account 
of alleged excessive trackage chafges, oc- 
cupled a great deal of the attention of the 
commissioners, Dixon & Co. had a con- 
tract to supply the city waterworks at Sa- 
vannah with coal, They received at their 


water from Baltimore coal for this pur- 
pose, which they loaded into Central cara 
and had shipped to the waterworks. 

They contended that the Central should 
collect only the usual. tramsfer or trackage 
charge, while the railroad claimed that it 
was an original shipment on which they 
were entitled tu eollegt a rate for the min- 
imum haul. It seems.that the Central was 
under contract to make .concessions to the 
city of Savannah inthe delivery of coal 
over the track on River street om account 
of the right granted it by the city to 
operate that portion.of the line, and Dixon 
& Co. contended that in delivering coal 
in the city they should receive the benefit 
of the contract, 

The commission after hearing the argu- 
ments im this case ruled that it had not 
the power to construe or enforce contracts 
and that the service {n question wag not 
@ transfer service within the meaning of 
the rule, The case was therefore dismissed. 
John M. Eagan. vice president of the Cen- 
tral, and Mr. Cunningham represented the 
railroad, and Mr. J. R. Saussy represented 
Dixon & Co. 

A matter of much interest to the rail- 
roads and shippers was the amendment of 
demurrage rule No, 10. of the commission. 
As the rule formerly stood it prevented all 
discrimination between places in the col- 
lection of storage charges. and the repre- 
sentatives of the various roads im the state 
were invited to be present at the meeting 
vesterday and give their views with ref- 
erence to chamging the rule so that, as re- 
gards the collection of storage on less 
than carload shipments, unloaded in ware- 
houses, the railroads could make charges 
or not as they desired. 

Heretofore if the roads collected storage 
at one point it was imperative that they 
collect at all. This, it was claimed, worked 
a hardship on persons who did not inten- 
tionally impose upon the railroads, al- 
though it gave the roads the power to se- 
cure the prompt removal of freight by 
making storage charges. After some inter- 
esting discussion from the representatives 
of the railroads the proposed amendment 
was adopted. 

On August 15th ‘the commission visited 
Dalton to inspect the depot situation there 
by request of the citizens, and the com- 
missioners were informed by Major J. W. 
Thomas, president of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis, that it was the in- 
tention of his company to erect a new de- 
pot at Daltom within a short time. The 
commission at that time instructed Major 
Thomas to furnish a blue print of the plans 
of the proposed new depot, and this was 
done yesterday. 

The plans were not passed upon pending 
an effort on the part of the Southern and 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
fo reach an agreement for the joint occu- 
pancy of the new depot. The citizens of 
Dalton as well as the railroad officials 
and the members of the cOmmission prefer 
a union station to separate depots, and it 
is for the purpose of allowing the roads to 
reach an agreement that action was @- 
ferred for the present. 

The commission had .announced that it 
would yesterday act upon the matter of 
new depots at Forsyth and Americus, but 
on representation of Vice President J. N. 
Eagan, of the Central, that President H. 
M. Comer, of that road. who was absent 
because of sickness in his family, hoped 
for an adjustment of the deport matter 


, without a formal order by the commission, 


— was suspended. 

e cases of new depots at Fors 
Americus have been pending i gle 
time in one*form or another. Severa] years 
ago the commission ordered the erection 
of depots, but on account of the receiver- 
ship, the Central having passed into the 
hands of the court at that time, nothing 
came of it. - 

After the reorganization of the Cemtral 
another order was issued in regard to the 
depots, and this was resisted in the courts 
by the railroad, the officials questioning 
the authority of the railroad commission 
to order depots byilt. These cases were 
in court in one form or another for several 
years until recently, when the supreme 
court affirmed the right of the commis- 
siom to order depots erected but held that 
suit should have been instituted in the 
county where the depot was to have been 
located. It is thought that the Central 
Officials will consent to erect depots at 
both Forsyth and Americus as soon as 
President Comer fs able to give his atten- 
tion to the matter. 

General Superintendent C. Ww. Pidcock 
of the Georgia Northern railroad, filed a 
petition with the commission requesting 
that the tram or sawmill road of Alfred 
& Sloane, of Willingham, Ga. be brought 
under the jurisdiction of the commiss‘on 
alleging that the tram road is engaged as 
a common carrier of freight, and is there- 
fore properly subject to the jurisdiction of 
the commission, It appears that this road 
is intended merely as a sawmill line, which 
is moved as the tim- 
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wharf by rai] from Birmingham and by ,

COURTMARTIAL MEETS.—A_ general 
courtmartial, consisting of the officers now 
at Fort McPherson, has been ordered to 
convene at the post this morning for the 
trial of petty offenses committed by pri- 
vates and non-commissioned officers.

ONE MAY DIE: THE 
OTHER IS IN A CELL 


A Serious Difficulty Between W. A. 
Peters and John Sexten. 


MAY RESULT IN MURDER TRIAL 
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Peters’s Friends Claim That Sexton 
Used Heavy (Brass PRnucka, 


SEXTON SAYS HIS WIFE HAD BEEN INSULTED 
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Peters Is the Sexton of Hollywood 
Cemetery—The Fight Occurred 
Monday Afternoon. 


IN A LITTLE COTTAGD NEAR THD 
Hollywood cemetery, on the Chattahoo- 
chee river trolley line, W. A. Peters lies 
at the point of death; and in a cell at the 
police barracks is John Sexton, charged 
with making the wounds which may result 
fatally to Peters. The difficulty between 
the two men occurred Monday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock in a public road. A warrant 
was’ sworn out for Sexton and he was 
arrested yesterday by City Detective Ed 
Walton. 

Peters is the sexton of Hollywood ceme- 
tery, and that he should have suffered at 
the hands of a man named Sexton was a 
rather peculiar coincidence of nomencla- 
ture. 

Sexton is a switchman in the yards of 
the Southern Railway Company. He is 
about thirty years of age and has a wife 
and one child. 

Peters’s friends claim that Sexton as- 
saulted Peters with a pair of brass knucks 
and inflicted wounds on the head which 
the physicians think may prove fatal. 
Sexton states that the row was only a 
fist fight and that he us#d no kind of a 
weapon, To substantiate this he shows a 
knot on his right temple and a swollen 
fist. 

The railroad switchman is living in a 
cottage near Hollywood cemetery and he 
cladms that Peters has been trying to oust 
him and get possession of the property. 
Sexton also claims that Peters insulted his 
wife and that that was the main cause 
of the fight, 

The two men met in a public road a 
mile from the cemetery and no one else 
was near by. Sexton approached Peters 
and there was soon a fight, Peters was 
knocked senseless and had to be carried 
to his home. Sexton walked off and came 
to the city, where he wag found yesterday 
morning. 

Last night, when Sexton heard that Pe- 
ters was likely to die, he made the follow- 
ing statement: 

‘The house in which I live is owned 
by a@ man named Greenwood, who has 
moved out of the state. Greenwood left 
*his property in the hands of a real estate 
dealer. Peters went to a justice of the 
peace and took out a dispossessory warrant 
to make me move out of the house. He 
had nothing to do with it and I considered 
he wag interfering with my private affairs. 
And that was not all. When I came to 
the. city Sunday he went to my wife and 
abused her, usirg ugly language. That is 
something that no person calling himself 
& man will stand. So when I met Peters I 
went to ‘his face and asked him what he 
meant by treating me and my wife as he 
had done. For an answer he struck me 
in the face with a tin bucket. See the 
bump on my right temple? He also cut my 
face with the bucket. See the bruise near 
the left ey2? IL had to fight him and I did 
it with my bare fists. I didn’t have any 
brass knucks or any kind of a weapon, and 
he knows it. Peters should have attended 
to his own busingss and let me and my 
family alone.’’ 

Last night Peters was said to be suffering 
greatly and his relatives were alarmed 
about his condition. If he dies it is prob- 
able that Sexton will have to stand a trial 
on the charge of murder.

All the insane persons who have for some 
time been kept at the almshouse have 
been removed to the state insane asylum 
at Milledgeville. The board of education 
has asked for the building and it will be 
given them. 

At the next meeting of the county com- 
missioners on the first Wednesday in Sep- 
tember a resolution will be offered and 
passed giving the building to the board 
of education for sahool purposes. The 
building will then be moved on a hill a 

considerable distance from the present Jo- 
cation and remodeled. 

It is the present object of the board of 
education ‘to consolidate several small 
schools in that section of the county and 
have one large school established which 
will probably outrank in equipment and 
thoroughness any other school of the 
county. 

The nearest school to the new location 
that wag chosen yesterday is out a mile, 
another school is situated about Your miles 
from the new location and both of these 
schools will be brought into the new one. 


The building that will given to the 
school board and, ocation for the 
schoolhouse is cdfsidered very excellent 


and the action that will be taken by the 
commissioners will be very pleasing to the 
board of education.

Order lor His Release from Prison Came 
Few Hours Before His Death. 


WAS BURIED AT MARIETTA, GA. 


At the Time of His Death He Was a 
Citizen, Free To Go Away. 


SYMPATHY EXPRESSED FOR HIM 


His Personal Effects at Fort McPher- 
son Will Be Forwarded Soon to- 
His Aunt, in Montreal. 


THE BORY OF FRANK J. MELLAR, 
the suspected spy, who died at Fort Mc- 
Pherson of typhoid fever Tuesday morn- 
ing, was carried to Marietta yesterday af- 
ternoon for interment in the national ceme- 
tery. 

With the remains of Mellar went those 
of six soldiers who have passed away in 
the hospitals of the post in the last two 
days. It was at first the intention of the 
officers at the barracks to give the body 
of the alleged spy a burial in the cemetery 
near Fort cPherson, but it was: finally 
decided to send the remains to Marietta 
with those of the soldiers. 

The peculiar conditions of the case and 
the fact that Mellar died as a citizen in 
one of the hospitals of the/post led the 
authorities to order his burial in the na- 
tional cemetery at Marietta. 

So far as known the dead suspect will 
be the first person other than a soldier of 
the United States or an employee of the 
service to receive the distinction of burial 
in the federal] cemetery, and the instance 
has aroused considerabie comment, 

It was learned yesterday that the papers 
discharging Mellar from prison and dis- 
missing the case against him arrived just 
before his death, and at the time of his 
death he was a private citizen of the 
United States and the stigma of spy no 
longer rested on his name, 

The evidence in the hands of the govern- 
ment of his guilt was found to be circum- 
stantial, and while it was believed in some 
quarterg that Mellar was an agent of the 
Spanish officer, Carranza, who was known 
to have dis headquarters at Montreal, 
Canada, still definite proof could not be 
established against him and the order for 
his release quickly followed the investiga- 
tion. 

All of the personal effects left at Fort 
McPherson by Mellar will be forwarded in 
time to the address of his aunt, who lives 
in Montreal, and to whom reference is 
made in one of the letters now in the 
hands of the officers. 

Judging from the education and accom- 
plishments of the deceased and also from 
the fact that an appeal was made by in- 
fluential parties in Canada to the British 
ambassador at Washington to aid in pro- 
curing his release, it is supposed by the 
officers at Fort McPherson that Mellar 
—_ a man of good family and high stand- 

It was suggested by one of the officers 
at the post, in speaking of the death of 
Mellar, that the government of the United 
States could be held responsible for the 
life of the man who died of fever in a 
federal pYson, especially so since the 
formal acquittal of the prisoner arrived a 
few hours before his death.

WAS HEAVY PROFIT ‘TAKING 


It Was Evident at the Opening That 
Strong Support of Leaders Had

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New York, August 23.—There was nothing 
in the general situation either in the po- 
litical or the business world to account for 
u reaction in stocks today. The market 
was simply overbought and was subjected 
io a process of testing, which, whether 
aucsigned to do so or not, inevitably read- 
jJusts prices to the true basis of value. 
,esterday’s heavy profit taking on the 
part of some of the powerful interests wno0 
had been buying stocks in the confidence 
that they would -advance in price, led the 
Way naturally to today’s movement. if 
became evident at the opening that the 
strong support of the leaders had been 
withdrawn. In the grangers even the out- 
bus@ wuying, which has so eagerly absorbed 
these SCOLKS tor some time past, showed a 
siaxrkea aiminution. Ther ewere even sell- 
Isc «6erders in the commission houses for 
wutside account, thus showing that a large 
Yart ofr me recent public interest has been 
lor speculative account. But the outside 
speculative public failed to show the ag- 
gressive confidence in their noldings re- 
cently manifested by the powerful bull 
clique. Neither had they the combined re- 
scurces at their command to come in and 
support stocks on the declines., The weak- 
ness of the hands into which large amounts 
of grangers had fallen was made evident 
by the heavy stop-loss orders which were 
uncovered by the decline of 1% to 1% in 
the grangers at midday. But the torrent 
of offerings at the low point fell to inter- 
ests that were waiting and willing, and 
which effected a substantial rally on com- 
paratively light transactions. The railroad 
I'st generally moved in sympathy with the 
grangers, the break in them putting an end 
for time being to the strong upward 
movement whidh had set in some of the low- 
priced southern and westem railroad 
shares. The early weakmess was accen- 
tuated by the persistent sagging of Man- 
hattan, which has fallen about 3 points on 
the day. Brooklyn Transit was also under 
severe pressure and Consolidated Gas and 
some of the other specialties suffered from 
withdrawal of support. The early weak- 
ness of People’s Gas and the subsequent 
strength probably reflected the passing 
phases of efforts to adjust a business dis- 
pute.

Wineat started firm at about yesterdays 
closing figures, became easier for a minute 
or so, and then became comparatively 
strong and kept on the ris for over an 
hour. At the end of that time September 
advanced to 63%c, as compared with sc 
bid at the close today betore. December 
did not follow September further at that 
time than to the extent of %c, reaching 
62i4g6c, when September was 63% and going 
no higher during the latter's furtner %¢ 
improvement. It was evident that tne 
€xtra strength in the nearer delivery pro- 
ceeded from some slight misgivings as to 
the sufficiency of receipts in the near fu- 
ture. Chicago received 259 cars compared 
with 384 a year ago. Only one car of to- 
day’s receipts was good enough to be in- 
spected contract grade, but it will of course 
be to the interest, pleasure and duty of the 
elevator people to scour, biow and polish 
the remainder until it shall please te 
fastidious taste of the inspectors.. Min- 
neapolis and Duluth received 574 Cars, 
against 234 the similar day the year before. 
Primary western market receipts, all told, 
amounted to 854,000 bushels, against 973,000 
the same day of last year. Bradstreet s 
reported the world’s visible to thave de- 
creased 3,498,000 bushels, and just previous 
to that announcement “it became known 
that a large business had been done in 
spot wheat for prompt shipment.

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The annual norma] school for teachers 
of the public schools begins Monday morn- 
fag, and continues during five days. The 
teachers will assemble by grades in nine 
classes. The first class will be composed 
of first grade teachers; the second class, of 
teachers of second grades, and so on 
through eight grades, the high school 
teachers forming the ninth class, 

Bach class will be presided over by a 
teacher appointed by the normal school 
committee, and daily reports will be made 
of the work accomplished in each section. 

The work to be done. by the teachers 
next week will be both interesting and in- 
structive. The various class chairmen 
have already assigned the week's work to 
the teachers, and essays and lectures have 
been prepared. There will be papers on 
nature study, chili study, discipline, moral 
training, physical culture, and discussions 
on methods of teaching arithmetic, read- 
ing, spelling, science, geography, history 
and various other branches. 

The normal school is considered especial- 
ly beneficial to imexperienced teachers. 
Many valuable ideas on systems are ob- 
tained by listening to the discussions of 
methods practiced in the schools. 

In the annual normal school methods 
which through long use have proven most 


snecessful are explained, and the novice 


gains much valuable information as to 
how a lesson should be conducted, the 
time when it should be given, and the 


length of time that should be devoted *o 
its study. 

It is especially fitting that the normal 
school should take place at this time, as 
many of the teachers have spent the sum- 
mer in studying methods and systems in 
use in other cities; some thave been in- 
specting the educational systems of the 
east, some the methods practiced in the 
north and west and other places where 
satisfactory results have been attained.

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PLANNED TWO DAYS AHEAD 


Coroner Finds Some Sensational Fea- 
tures in the Killing of .Henry 
Head by John Wingfield. 


Some sensational features were added 
to the murder in & church Mondaf night 
when the coroner made an investigation 
yesterday morning, ; 

John Wingfield, the murderer, made plans 
to do the killing two days before and went 
to the chureh for the deliberate purpose 
of shooting to death ‘his successful rival, 
Henry Head, so the friends of the latter 
claim. As stated in The Constitution yes- 
terday there was a woman in the affair. 
Heag carried a negro girl to the festival 
at the negro (Methodist church in Thomas- 
‘yille, a settlement south of Atlanta, after 
she had refused to go with Wingfield. 

Saturday afternoon Wingfield shipped his 
trunk to his home near Stone Mountain, 
and bought a pistol. Monday night he 
went to the festival and meeting Head, 
said: 

“You will never take that girl home 
alive.’’ 

“Head replied: “You stay here and watch 
me and see if I don’t.”’ 

This talk occurreqd outside the church. 
Inside the congregation was singing a 
hymn. Wingfield pulled his pistol at the 
door of the church and fired one shot. 
Head ran into the building. The shot had 
missed its mark. Wingfield, with the 
weapon in his hand, followed Head into 
the church. Head ran close to the pulpit, 
upon which was an open Bible. There, at 
the very foot of the altar, Wingfield over- 
tOok Head ang threw his left arm about 
his rival’s neck, and holding him thus 
placed the mugzle of the pistol to the tem- 
ple of the struggling man and pulled the 
trigger. The bloog and brains were scat. 
tered over the altar and the Bible. 

Head sank to the floor and.vehen he was 
lying dead Wingfield fired another shot 
and the ball went through the dead man’s 
body and passed into the floor. 

The congregation became wild with 
fright and there was @ stampede which 
came near causing a number of the ne- 
groes to get trampled to death. 

With his smoking pistol high over his 
head Wingfield pushed his way through the 
crowd, yelling as he did so; 

“Get out of my way, or I'll kill another 
nigger.” 

The coroner decideqg not to hold an in- 
quest, as there were many eye-witnesses 
to the murder. 

Wingfield is still at jJarge. He is about 
twenty-four years of tige, quite tall and 
has a scar on his face. It is believed he 
has gone in the direction of Stone Moun- 
tain.

promises made at that time were but a 
faint foreshadowing of this city’s splendid 
hospitality, From the first delegate’s ar- 
rival to the close of the meeting, not only 
Minneapolls, but her beautiful twin sister. 
St. Paul, were entirely at the command 
of the ilfe insurance people, The south 
has long held the palm for hospitality, but 
she had best look to her laurels when it 
comes to competing with the people of the 
great northwest. 

The convention was made up of some 100 
delegates from almost every state in the 
union, There could be no better, evidence 
of the interest which prominent life in- 
surance managers feel in this association 
than the general geographka] lines which 
marked its attendance. There were dele- 
gates from far-off Maine, and the atiil 
more remote Pacific coast, while Georgia 
and Tennessee were on hand to represent 
the south, 

The mornings of each day were given up 
to the consideration of great questions of 
the life insurance business: special atten- 
tion being paid to the evils of twisting and 


rebating, The retiring president, Mr.

“nere was an abdsolute eliminatjon of 
politics and no wire pulling as to the hon- 
vrs of the association. Indeed, it ‘was not 
until the nominating committee had done 
its work that there was any general idea 
ot who would be the officers for the eén- 
suing year. ‘hese nominations resuited in 
the election of Mr. Richard E. Cwchran, 
of New York, as president. Mr. Cochran 
is third vice president of the United 
States Life Insurance Company and its 
New York general agent. There was some 
question in the minds of the committee as 
to his eligibility for the presidency, on ac- 
count of holding an executive office of h's 
company, but it was clearly shown that 
he was a field man in every sense of the 
word, and has long been associated with

VETERAN ON THE POLICE... 


What an Old Soldier Has To Say About 
Arrest of Veteran Peddlers by 
the City Officers. 

Mr, W. C. Hughen, one of the confeder- 
ate veterans in thé city, has taken 'um- 
brage at the action of; the police depart- 
ment in regard to'the treatment of veter- 
ans who peddle on free state license. While 
talking about the. matter yesterday he 
said: 

“It would seem wise for an officer occu- 
Pying a position (such as the chief of po- 
lice of a great city like Atlanta) to inform 
himself in reference to the laws of the 
state and then comply with the same. 

“The legislature, in its wisdom, passed 
a law which exempts confederate veterans 
from a license to peddle or ronduct bus- 
iness of any kind except the sale of in- 
texicants. All intelligent persons know 
that a city cannot pass and enforce a law 
that conflicts with a state law. Tien why 
all this useless persecution of a few old 
confederate veterans who are trying to 
make a jiving under-the law of the state? 

“Judge Calhoun, it seems, has properly 
construed the law when he atated to the 
police that ‘it would be impossible for 
anyone to sel] their goods if eompelled to 
move on.’ 

“This. same thing was tried in other 
towns last year, and was the direct cause 
of a petition being presented to ‘he last 
legislature asking an amendment to the 
law which then only gave the right to ped- 
dle, and extend ‘the right to conducting 
business on the streets, in stores or any 
other way. The act was amended, end now 
reads: ’ 

*“*Peddje or conduct business.’ 

“The writer hereof wrote the petition, 
and knows whereof he speaks. 

“The old veterans, as a rule, are law- 
abiding citizens and only ask that they 
be let alone in the enjoyment «of a ccnsti- 
tutional right, and it is a shame and, I 
might say, a disgrace, for any oificer cf a 
city, county or the state to set out to per- 
secuting those who are unable to defend 
themselves, The writer has often called 
attention of officers to those wino were 
flagrantly violating the law, and in many 
cases they were allowed to go unmolested. 

“Now I am aware of the fact cho. sctre 
confederate veterans do violate the law by 
allowing others to cofduct business on 
their state license and by’ Having more 
than one business. This should be stopped, 
and every honest veteran is ready to as- 
sist in bringing them to justice. ow 1iét 
Mr. Manly put his mento work“to run 
down the rea} violators of the jaw, and he 
will have the co-operation of every old 
veteran and will recéive the thanks of ev- 
ery good citizen in Atlanta. The move-on 
‘fad’ ig simply ridiculous, If a man has 
only one leg or perhaps he lost both in the 
defense of his party, or he may be blind 
or physically unable to travel; then how 
can he ‘move on?’ Mr. Manly’s pro- 
grammé would drive all such out cof bus- 
inéss, and they would have to go home 
and starve, thereby killing the very inten- 
tion of the legislature. Now let every vet- 
eran make himself a committee of one and 
look up everyone who violates this oath by 
hiring others to do his work, or by having 
connected with him in business anyone not 
a veteran, or where they have more than 
one business, and report him to the officers 
and let them be punished and their Hl- 
cense taken up. [fthisis done, more tien 
one-half will be driven out, and the mat- 
ter will settle down to a legitimate bus- 
iness, and we will hear of no more moye- 
on orders.”’

BOYS REGRET THE ACCIDENT 


Policeman Mercer Says They Did Not 
Make Attempt to Escape. 


SURRENDERED THEMSELVES WHEN WANTED 


Bullet in Holland’s Head Did Not Go 
Out of the Back: but Ranged 


FRED FARRIS AND J. A. PRUITT 
spent a quiet day in jail yesterday and are 
now awaiting the action of the grand 
jury. The boys are penitent over the sad 
accident that resulted in the death of Hol- 
land and the trouble that it mas brought 
upon Holland's family and friends. It is 
said that Holland was a very good friend 
of theirs and his death was a sad one to 
them, 

Mr. Frank Arnold, attorney for the pris- 
oners, says that the boys have been done 
an injustice by the press of the’ city and 
that they are not in the least to blame 
for the deplorable accident. That if it had 
have been in the power of the boys they 
would have done everything possible to 
prevent the accident. 

Mr. Arnold said yesterday that many 
statements had been made which reflected 
on the boys and that many of these were 
untrue. He said it had never been testi- 
fied on any of the hearings of the evi- 
dence that ‘witnesses were found who 
testified that they saw Pruitt give the 
pistol to Farris and the latter deliberately 
raise the weapon and fire at Holland. 

He said that neither Pruitt nor Farris 
tried to escape from the officers when the 
accident occurred, but that they surren- 
dered themselves very peaceably to the 
officers. In substantiation of this he of- 
fered the signed statement, as he testified 
before Judge Lumpkin, of Officer Mercer, 
which is in part as follows: 

“I was coming up Whitehall street, just 
crossing Mitchell street from Brotherton’s 
corner. I heard a pistol shot up White- 
hall street. I ran rapidly up Waitenall 
street and came to a crowd sooner than 
I had expected and I saw a young man 
putting a pistol in the scabbard. I asked 
him if he was the man that fired the pistol. 
This was Pruitt. Some one from the bar- 
ber shop said: “There is the man that did 
the shooting,’ pointing out Mr. Fred Far- 
ris. Mr. Farris at once advanced toward 
me and said: ‘Yés, captain, I did the 
shooting, but it was an accident. I Knock- 
ed the pistol off of my friend’s shoulder 
and it fell upon the sidewalk and dis- 
charged.’ 

“When I first arrived upon the scene 
I did not know any one was shot and I 
told Pruitt for the purpose of dispersing 
the crowd to go on down to the corner and 
I held on to Farris. When it Was ascer- 
tained that the man had been hit and was 
lying upon the sidewalk I told C. H. Holt, 
who had run up to my assistance, to go 
down to the corner and get Pruitt. 

“He went down there and brought Pruitt 
right back. I then twok Pruitt and Farris 
and called a wagon. Some friend of Pruitt 
passed by. and asked him when he saw 
him under arrest what was the trouble. 
Pruitt said that the pistol had been acci- 
dentally knocked .o the sidewalk and had 
shot Holland and that he wished that this 
gentleman (1 did not know his name), would 
go down. to the place and see how badly 
Mr. Holland was hurt and to do all he 
could fer him. I then myself told Mr. 
Pruitt that he could go and show his friend 
the place and that he could get back in 
time for the wagon. Pruitt went alone te 
show his friend the place and he returned 
before the wagon arrived and went down 
to the police station. 

“Neither Farris nor Pruitt attempted to 
make any escape, but as soon as Mey 
were asked about it stated at once that the 
pistol was knocked off of Pruitt’s shoulder 
by Farris as they were turning to leave 
Holland and his friends with whom they 


had been conversing. 
“J. L. MERCER.” 


Mr. Arnold said that statements had been 
published that the vall which entered Hol- 
land’s head passed out of the back of it. 
He explains that the ball ranged at an an- 
gle upward. Dr. McDaniel, the county 
physician, testified that the ball entered 
over the left eye, ranging upward and to 
the right a distance of four inches, coming 
out of the forward part of the head a 
distance of four inches above the right 
eye. Mr. Arnold said: 

“Dr. McDaniel further testified that the 
course of the bali at this angle was direct; 
that there was no evidence of glancing or 
deflection. This may readily be believed 
when it is stated that the weapon from 
which the shot came is an improved regu- 
lation United States army Colt’s revolver, 
one of the most powerful weapons for pro- 
jective and penetrating force known among 
small arms. No barber testified in the case 
before Judge Lumpkin.”

School Girl Sweets Can't Be Sold on 
the First Day of the Week. 


WHAT THE LAW DECLARES 


Mr. Nunnally Said He Has Desired All 
the While To Stop Sunday Sales. 


ORDER GIVEN TO ALL CANDY DEALERS IN CITY 


There Will Be No More Sweetmeats 
Sold on the Sabbath Day—What 
| the Recorder Says. 


THE RECORDER HAS OFFICIALLY 
notified the candy dealers that they cannot 
sel] their sweetmeats on the Sabbath Cay. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. J. H, Nunnally 
and Mr. Robert M. Wiley were arraigned 
on charges of “keeping open-doors on the 
Sabbath day for the purpose of trade and 
traffiec.’’ 

Patrolmen Bone and Coogler made the 
cases at the request of parties who had 
complained that the small stores were be# 
ing closed up on Sunday while the big 
places were not molested. 

It was admitted that Nunnally sold candy 
on the Sabbath in a store at the corner 
of Marietta and Broad streets, part of the 
store being occupied by others for the 
sale of soda water and ice cream. 

Wiley admitted that he gold candy in Ja- 
cobs’s pharmacy, and that he leased the 
privilege of occupying a portion of Ja- 
cobs’s store. 

Mr. Nunnally, when asked for a state- 
ment, said he had all along wished to dis- 
continue the sale of anything on Sunday, 
but others “were allowed to sell candy on 
that day, and he had to do so in self de- 
fense. 

“I have been in business in Atlanta ten 
years,’’ said Mr. Nunnally, ‘‘and I have 
always been in favor of closing on Sun- 
days. I went to Chief Connolly before his 
death and talked with him abouf the mat- 
ter, saying I believed all the srores should 
be closed. I have also talked with Chief 
Manly on the same subject. But if I am 
made to discontinue the sale of candy on 
Sunday, then all the drug stores and other 
places that sell candy should be placed on 
the same footing as myself. What I want 
is justice and equlty.”’ 

Recorder Calhoun said there twas no 
doubt but what the law was being vio- 
lated by Nunnally and Wiley. 

“As to druggists,’’ said the recorder, 
“they are licensed by state law and per- 
mitted by the state to keep open doors on 
the Sabbath, and I think, under the law, 
they have the right to sell anything they 
have in stock. While Mr. Wiley, who is 
on trial, is in a drugstore, he admits he 
is carrying on @ separate business.”’ 

“Well. 4s I have said,’”’ replied Mr. Nun- 
nally, “if the stores are not made to stop 
selling candy on Sunday, in my opinion 
they ought to be made to do so. Nearly all 
the drug stores in the city sell candy. I 
will not ca]] any names, but they can be 
ascertained by the police.’’ 

The recorder stated that he would not 
impose a fine, but the sale of candy on 
Sunday by the defendants must be dis- 
continued. 

“If the business is kept up,”” said Judge 
Calhoun, “I may impose a fine which will 
knocked off your profits on Sunday sales.”’ 

“You could do that and not make a very 
heavy fine,’’ quickly replied Mr. Nunnally. 

The recorder was asked by the defend- 


ants what he intended doing about others. 


who were violating the law. 

“Tl am not a public prosecutor,” was the 
reply; “I do not make cases, but only act 
on those that are made. If others like 
these come before me ] will do to them as 
I have to you.”’ 

The upshot of these cases was that an 
order was issued to notify all parties in 
the city who are selling oandy on the Sab- 
bath to discontinue the violation of the city 
ordinance at once, and if the instructions 
are not carried out there will be a num- 
ber of arrests and some heavy fines in the 
police court. 

Yesterday afternoon the recorder said, 
inter nos, that he was rather inclined to 
the opinion that the police authorities were 
getting a little extreme in the enforcement 
of the Sunday ordinance. 


INJUNCTION FOR STAR FOUNDRY 


Judge Lumpkin Signs an Order To 
Prohibit Partners Disposing 
| of Assets. 


} 

Judge Lumpkin yesterday signed a re- 
straining order prohibiting either, of the 
partners of the Star Foundry and Machine 
Works from disposing of any of the prop- 
erty of the concern or using any of the 
moneys. The petition asked for a receiver, 
but none was appointed and Judge Lump- 
kin set September 2d as the day for the 
hearing as to whether the injunction 
should be made petmanent and the re- 
ceiver appointed. 

The petition was brought by Mr. Jacque- 
line Van Raden and Mrs. C. C. Moorles. 
The defendants in the case are W. H. Camp 
and Mr. H. P. Moorles. The Star Foundry 
Company, it is alleged, makes steel, fron 
and other metals and has an output of 
about $5,000. 

Paragraph 8 alleges that the defendants 
are insolvent, as is the partnership. Para- 
graph 4 alleges that the partners are 
wrangling among themselves to the great 
aetriment of creditors. The defendant, 
W. H. Camp, originally ran a small busi- 
ness where the new plant now stands, cor- 
ner Marietta and John streets. Camp sold 
one-half interest to Defendant ‘Moorles for 
$3,000, which amount Moorles paid; Camp 
and Moorles agreed to put in $500 each. 
Moorles paid $300, but Camp failed to put 
in his, | 

The petition alleges that Camp appro- 
priated to his own use on two occasions 
$500 at each time and failed to account 
to the business therefor. It is alleged that 
both the partners are consulting lawyers. 
The works employ about thirty or forty 
hands and there is no money in the treas- 
ury to meet this week’s payroll. Mrs. C. 
C. Moorles alleges that she loaned money 
to the business to meet the payroll week 
before last. Jacqueline Van Raden alleges 
that the business is due him on two notes 
$2,380 and that the partners are indebted 
to Mrs. Moorles $4,310. It is again charged 
that Camp secured $1,000 and converted to 
his own use. Outside indebtedness is said 
to be about $1,500. 

‘Ihe plaintiffs allege that they are afraid 
the machinery will be moved unless the 
court interferes. The case is set for a 
hearing on Septetiber 2d.
